President Palma in H is Messasre

Witli the United States—Words 
of Praise for Boosevelt. 


, Havana, Nov. 2.—The regular .session of 
congress opened this afternoon. 
Presi­ 
dent Palma lo his message ^ y s that ‘‘pol­ 
itical relations with the United States 
have been definitely settled by a treaty 
founded on term.s of constitutional ap­ 
pend!” that w’lthln terms of the Platt 
amendment Cuba has obtained many ad­ 
vantages, and that of the “two forms of 
cession of naval coaling stations, by sale 
or by lease, the jone least baneful to Cu­ 
ban sentiment was adopted and the small­ 
est limit as to numb<?r of stations was 
made.’* 


Continuing the message say.s: 
"The 
honorable President Roosevelt, to whom 
the people , of Cuba feel such profound 
gratitude, has been faithful to his word 
and has convened the American congress 
In special ses.^lon for the purpose of taking 
action on the pending reciprocity treaty, 
from which we hope to

CONFER WITH DOWAGER EMPRESS 
Pekin, Nov. 2.—A conference of high 
officials with the dowager empress con­ 
cerning reoccupation of Mukden by Rus­ 
sian troops W'as held at the summer palace 
to day. Yuan Ski Kae, governor general 
of Chill province, w-as summoned hastily 
from Tsin Tien and proceede directly to 
the palace.

LYNCHED 


Shreveport, La., Nov. 2.—Joseph Crad­ 
dock, an c^ro, was lynched by a njob, 
composed chiefly of «»lacks, a t Taylor^ 
town, about seventeen miles from Shreve­ 
port, last night. Craddock went to the 
home of Wesley Chambers, a negro, and 
cleft his head in tw’o with au'axe. When 
Chambers fell to the ground Craddock 
frightfully mutilated the body. Soon after 
this he crept upon Dena Washington, a 
negro, and struck him on the head with 
the axe. 
Not satisfied with this crime, 
Craddock went to Chambers’ cabin and 
called Mercer, a brother of Wesley Cham­ 
bers, to the door and Immediately beat 
him down with the axe and frightfully 
injured. 
Wesley Chambers died almost 
Instantly, Mercer died tlils afternoon and 
£>ena WashinStdrt csirinot possibly live. 
Craddock was captured by a posse of 
white men, but a crowd of 250 or 300, com­ 
posed largely of negroes, took possession 
of the murderer. He was at oncc lianged 
and burned after being pronounced dead. 
The men killed were inoffensive negroes. 


NAVY YARDS CONGESTED.

on the part of the Indians. When withlug 
rifle .shot the Indians opened fire. At tile 
first volley the sheriff and i>o.sse ran lo 
Cover and then ensued a genuine Indian 
fight. 
The whites found refuge behind 
trees and boulders, but the sheriff and 
Deputy Fes.senburg were 
killed. 
It Is 
thought at least s I-k Indians were killed 
and several others wounded, among the 
latter Eagle Feather, a sub chief. The 
battle lasted almost an hour, when the 
Indians succeeded in escaping. They car­ 
ried the dead and wounded with them and 
are now*believed to be ewll on their way 
to the Bad Lands in Nebraska.

E. C. K reid er, J r ., who is m S an to 
Domingo, in a re cen t le tte r to rela­ 
tives here, tells som e v c iy inteifest- 
ing ¿act» concerning th a t country^ its 
people and resources. H e says in p a rt : 
The longer 1 stay hercf the more queer 
and strange the cuBtoms and manners of 
the people become. A Dominican is the 
embodiment of sùperatition, both Indian 
and negro, and possesses beside tljis ail 
the pride and arrogance oí hi« Spanish 
strain. 
The political status oilm an de­ 
pends entirely upon his fighting ability 
and as there is no punishment for the 
highest 
crime 
against mankind (i. e.) 
murder the politician frequently giyes an 
ocular demonstration of Ws vaunted cour­ 
age and prowess. This is nearly always 
accompliished by shooting some political 
adversary in the back or catching him 
without his sidearms and hacking him to 
pieces with a machete. These people have 
no conscience and are really cowards at 
heart. You never hear of them molesting^ 
a foreigner, as they are liable in such an 
event to .suffer consequences. 
I hav^e 
learned just how to handle them, how­ 
ever, and a complimentary word or two 
will work wonders with them. 


The ignorance of the people In the in­ 
terior is awful. If these missionaries that 
go to Africa, China and othei* heathen 
countries would spend a little time among 
tlie islands of the W est Indies their work 
would not unlikely 
be 
crowned 
with 
greater success. In Hayti, ihe black re­ 
public, many Instances of cannibalism 
¡ire known and have gone on uninter­ 
rupted and unpunished. The natives still 
practice many queer and barbarous re- 
ligiou!3 rites that have descended to them 
from the negro slaves from Africa and 
iheir 
Garib 
Indian 
forefathers. 
The 
“fetish” is common and the superstitious 
belief in voodooism is secretly and some­ 
times openly practiced. ^With all this 
taken into consideration the Christian re- 
Ji^ion has been perverted until it has no 
'semblance to its original meaning. W hat 
can you expect when seveii^eighths of the 
people can neither read nor write? This 
brings np the subject of schools, and, a 
very limited subject it is. Only those peo- 
¡jfe who have money can educate their 
children and education generally stops 
short at about our fourth grade. 
Some 
exceptions to thl.«? rule are »notable, as 
ihc parpnts of .some òhildren send them tó 
France or Germany to school, but the.«:e 
in.stanccs are rare and only among the 
wealthiest class. The interior people are 
densely Ignorant* and like all semi-bar- 
'biirou.s people.^,, improvident, addicted to 
all manner of diseases and without ambi­ 
tions other than to see how large a fam­ 
ily they can raise. Many men have two 
wives and four or five concubines, the 
number dependhiSs.on the man’s ability to 
support his consorts. Nothing is tliought 
of this practice here. This irlea may come 
from the Tu?ks residing here, as there 
are a number' of ‘‘lihspeakables” and 
Arabs on tbé islands—in fact, 'most of the 
stores are run by this foreign element. 


For a long time t wondered what the 
woodeji crosses set at the entrance to the 
town could mean and as I gradually ac­ 
quired Spanish I began* making inquiries 
as to* the meaning qf many things I saw. 
The crosses are about four feet hljgih and 
there aré usually three at every entrance 
to the town. These crosses are’ supposed 
to drive away anj' wandering spirits or 
devils that are roaming promiscuously 
around and when bumped up against one 
of the crosses iriimediately ascends or 
descends whichever its. lot^ may be. The 
original intention of the cross was to 
marie the grave of a man who had been 
killed arid buried at the place where the 
cross is located and I have noted in pass­ 
ing through the bush several placed for 
this purpose. A really religious Domini­ 
can will always throw a stone upon the 
j)ile uroimd the base and In consequence 
many of these dead and forgotten men 
have these unique monuments marking 
the place where they are taking their long 
last sleep of a pile of stones, ' 
.

Just to think that this glorioui^ country 
is given over to' the people thát it Is and 
that the country Columbus flrst saw is 
the least developed and Iej5s known of all 
the islands in the Carribeân sea. This Is­ 
land is richer jiaturally than Cubd', both in 
minerals and vegetation, and the slightest 
cultivation gives marvelous ‘ results.

But the “oil:** 
If you cotild only see 
the oil. The .mountains around here are 
full of It. When I see the dollars running 
away it’s enough to make one wonder 
that no ne before ever saw the value of 
developing this immense field. I find It 
everywhere and thè term “Azua oil” will 
be known in the commercial world before 
many more months roil around. 


I mu.st ^ tell you sorhethlng about the 
water courses _and some of the treaks na­ 
ture has wrought In connection with them. 
On a recent trip In the “Hlgureita*’ dis­ 
trict I followed for a time the course of 
ihe "‘‘Via.” 
W ater Is fourfd nearly the 
whole year round in this stream and it is 
tised by the planters for irrigation pur­ 
poses, the "rogalasi” or ditches, some- 
ilmes taking,w ater at a point ten miles 
from the fields which tbey are intended 
♦ o water. 
One comes upon ttt^ ditches 
in the niost unexpected places and no lit­ 
tle labor has been expended upon the 
construction .and also the maintenance 
of the irrigation systems now in opera­ 
tion here. The rivers generally are cu­ 
rious from the fact that in places they 
•lisappear entirely as far as w ater is; con­ 
cerned, tile beds of the streams being en­ 
tirely dry for miles. "In following the 
“Via” 1 chanced upon such a phenomenon 
and was able to ride my horse in the bed 
of the stream over two miles, but on 
rounding a »^bend I came unexpectedly 
upon water from four to five feét in depth 
which disappeared abruptly into the rocks 
and .^ând at my feet. The "Tabaro” is 
also quite a respectable stream, but has 
alèo this disappearing feature. The Yaque 
is about the largest triver In the Island 
and near its head waters is found yellow 
pine as gOod as the very best grade of 
Georgia pine. 
Here also are immen.sc 
tracts of cedar, the kind tii?ed for mak­ 
ing pencils. 
A great deal of this land, 
which lies outslcfe of the W. I. P., etc., 
conce,ssion, is controlled by thé Habanerò 
Lumber coriipany, an American company 
with its headquarters in 
New 
York. 
These people have spent over ^<X»,000 on 
their development work and are now pre­ 
pared to iiandle their product on a large 
scale, and I might add will make a large 
amount of money in the next two or three 
years. 
- 
; 


After several months of keeping my 
eyes and ears open I iiav^e finally located 
u man who knows where the coal beds are 
.situated. This information will be of the 
utmost value in |h e future and in this 
cpuntry, where information of this char­ 
acter is handed down verbally and where 
tropical growth hides all traces of, reli­ 
able nature in a few weeks, the news is 
?ood indeed. -The finding of coal will in­ 
crease immensely the worth of the corn? 
pany’s holdings here, for Azua lies right 
in the path of the Panam a canal route. 


I'm afraid I have degenerated into a 
bore by talking shop in the foregoing, but 
I’m so sanguine of the wonderful develop- 
ments for those interested here that I 
cannot help injecting some remarks of 
this character into my letters to you. 


Here is a queer little superstition tliat 
has come to me while talking about a 
;nan ^owning a “kanooka” in the moim- 
tains who has been greatly amioyed by 
people robbing his beehives^ at night. 
I 
had sent for this man to talk to him 
about some work IIw^anted done and was 
informed that be was sleeping in the 
mountains to protect his property. 
The 
added statement was like this, as- nearly 
as I can translate: “IT Jose can kill the 
person who is robbing him he will split 
his head open, break his arms and legs, 
saying with each stroke, ‘Son of a dog, 
you devil.’ Then He will bury him at the 
point where he fell and never again will 
he be bothered by marauders, as the 
spirit of the dead man will gu£^rd his 
property as a penance for stealing from 
him.” I imagine that fear of others going 
the same way would have more weight 
than the dead man’s spirit. Now. I want* 
to say that tbese things actually occur and 
as far as* I can learn the property òwnér 
i is free f r ^ any other depredations. For 
myself T believe I’d' prefer a live guardian 
‘to Doltce' the land.' ■

l^ong l>iscii8!iion O ver F ranchise 
to Jncksouville and Concord 
llailroad* 


The coTincil met in called setjsion 
Monday at 3 p. ni. to consider the 
inatter of the right of way of the 
JackBfinvillc and Concord llailway 
cornpaijy. All i)resont; Mayor Davis 
jji the chair.

jnay»)r—Oejitlemcii; 
It 
is 
gratifying io see you all present at 
tirst roll call. The first time this has 
been tlic case witli this council. 


A voice—“There’s a dollar in it.” 
The clerk road the call and the 
ordinancti which had been prepared in 
relation to the matter aud laid over 
under the rules. 


The mayor said the company was 
in a hurry io go to tvork and wínhed 


the ordinance adopted as soon as 
poysible. 


Ald.'^Cioveia—There should be more 
definitti infornuttion regarding the 
niatter to be covered occupied by the 
road. 


A blue print was produced and ex­ 
amined at length by the council. 


Aid. Cobb—I favor granting the 
franchise, but do not feel well enough 
acijiiainted with the merits of the 
case. 
It should have been referred 
to a committee to .investigate and re­ 
port. 
The whole council should go 
ov(‘r the territory aud see it them- 
.selves. 
We must not be too hasty 
in acting on an important matter 
without ]»ropt‘r information. 


All Iliidreth—From independence 
avenue to ibxi Wabash track the com- 
j)an y uses the C., P. k St. L. track. 
There is no definite information re­ 
garding the use of Illinois avenue. 


Judge Kirby—There is no i^ermis- 
sioH asked to run along Illinois av­ 
enue, only to cross it to connect wnth 
itK own tracks in case of a future dis­ 
agreement of the two roads. 


Aid. Vaught—This ordinance should 
not 
be 
passed in a hurry. 
I feel 
friendly to the company, but we must 
at the same time protect the people. 
l'h(i first clause is too general and 
while there is no intention to take 
undue advantage at present there 
may be a time when the road would 
take nmch more if it wished and 
there would be no help for it. Then 
too the measure says the raain tracks 
shall not cross these streets except 
under certain conditions, 
but 
this 
should provide for sidetracks toq. If 
the road is cliarged nothing for the 
privilege of crossing the streets, thaf 
is enough. 
iSiot what the nrofiles or 
Judge Kirby says goes, but it is the 
ordinance that binds the city and we 
must see to it that the citj^s rights 
are projected. 


x\ld. Hildreth—The company has 
already acquired certain rights and 
is ready to go to work. 


Mr. Crane-—I supposed the matter 
was fully luiderstood. We are ready 
to go to work and delay means hun­ 
dreds of dollars to us. 


Judge Kirby—This matter was 
presented to the highway committee 
at the first meeting of October, but 
there was no quorum present and 
nothing was done. 


Aid. Babb—The ordinance should 
provide for only 100 feet of right of 
way. 


Mr. Crane—We are ready to insert 
that. 
- 


Aid. Goveia—We are glad to favor 
the company, but they should specify 
the particulars and be explicit. We 
should have a committee to look into 
tlie subject. 


Aid. Kenendy—We must look out 
for the city’s interests. 
There will 
be no danger about the railroad; they 
wilf look out for themselves. I want 
to hear Mr. Vaught read from the 
stfUe law. 


Mr/Vaught did .so and it ! eemed 
as if a petition from the piopcrty 
owners adjacent. 


Mr. Crane—^We have bought all the 
jot»,and arc ther owners oürselvetí pr 
W'have Optiohsi onf them. 


Aid. Vaught—If I had known of 
this meeting in time I would have 
looked iiifO it sooner, but as it is I am 
somewhat in the dark.^ I Míánt the 
company to have its full rights, for 
I feel friendly, but wc must protect 
the city. 


Aid. Moore—It seems as if we were 
giving the right of way from Ashland 
avenue to Illinois avenue. We have 
no right to grant the right of way 
along Illinois avenue. 


Aid. Ticknor—AVe should look more 
into this matter 
We want to know 
how much gradmg will be done and 
what damages sustained. 


Aid. McGinnis-^Wc'should not be 
hasty. 
We 
should' look over the 
ground and hear from 
the 
people 
down there. 


Judge Kirby—The statute provides 
for a 100-foot right of way, so I did 
not mention it in the ordinance I pre­ 
pared. Regarding the law Mr. Vaught 
quoted the law refers to a road run­ 
ning down or along a street! All we 
want to do is to cross the streets. We 
are on the west side of Illinois av­ 
enue and it is west of the C., P. & 
St. L. track. We only want permis­ 
sion to cross it. We do not ask to 
run along it. 


Aid. Kennedy—You run into tho 
C., P. *& St. L. track at Independence 
avenue as I understand it. 


Judge Kirby—That is right, but in 
case of future disagreement with the 
C. P. & St. L. road we want a right 
of way to protect ourselves. 


Again the council too*k a recess for 
informal discussion. 
^ 


Aid. Moore—I want to be sure that 
adjacent property is nót damaged. 
The ordinance should provide that 
the company should stand all dam- 


The mayor—I had .supposed the or­ 
dinance had been referred 
to 
the 
highway committee and they did not 
so understand it. 
It seems to me 
that Mr. Crane might be permitted 
to go to work and the'matter settled 
later. 
Mr. C^ane has settled fairly 
with the people along that line in the 
city and I have heard no complaint. 
Any matters you want to add to the 
ordinance can have attention Thurs­ 
day night. I think there is no risk 
in letting Mr. Crane go to work and 
then you can all see better what are 
the merits of the case. You can say 
to them that they can go ahead and 
then wc can go ajid see the ground 
and post ourselves 
thoroughly 
by 
Thursday. 


Mr. Crane—That will satisfy us. 
The men are on tlie ground and want 
to go ahead. 
Aid. Moore—Let Mr. Crane and Judge 


Kirby retire and amend the ordinaoce as 
it should be and let us decide on it now. 


Aid. Goveia—VVe, might adjourn now 
and go down and see the right of way and 
then comc back and act. 


Mr. CranC'—The profile tells you more 
than you can see by going down there. 


Aid. Goveia—The width of the right of 
way should be specified; no more than is 
needed for two tracks. Some'other roads 
have started in with 
one 
track 
and 
branched out to three. 


The mayor—The more tracks they have 
the more they will have to maintain. I 
only wish they had tracks enough to keep 
running trains every flfteen minutes. 


Mr. Crane—We only want two tracks 
along these streets, for moré will be too 
costly. Wc have arranged for our switch 
yards below Oak street, for we do not 
want our yards whero the? tram s have to 
be cut for so many streets. 


The mayor—W'ill the city be liable for 
damages to adjacent property? 


Judge Kirby—Not in any event; the rail­ 
road company must stand' it alif 
Judge Kirby, Aid. A’’aught, City Attor- 
ey Morrisey and Mr. Crane retired to look 
over the proposed ordinance and correct 
it in accordance with the views expressed 
by the members of the council. 


The council again came to order and 
heard Judge Kirby regarding the Ordin­ 
ance. He said there was a vagueness, as 
some streets or alleys were not named- 


and he had mentioned all streets or alleys 
riinnin^ at right-aflgles to the road.. He 
also rajfentloned ikher. minor iwlnte.J The 
present expectation Is to use the C., P. & 
St. U track« from Independence avenue 
i$oulh. but the company hopes some day to 
secure the necessary hind to enable It to 
run Its own tracks on to the "Wabasli 
track or East State street. 


Aid. Vaught—A.S that wiU be a remote 
contingency and 1 think it best to atrike 
out all parts of the ordinance pertaining 
to the streets south of Independence av­ 
enue and w'hen the company.wants to use 
that land they can arrange with future 
councils. 


Mr. Crane—We will agree to that. 
Aia. 
McGlnnis-At 
Hacicett 
avenue 
there is a grade of ten feet and there 
should be a subway. 


Mr. Crane—I hope you will not Insist on 
this. 
A subway would have to be of 
w^ood, which is dangerous. .The blocks 
are narrow and the grade will bo but 
little hardship. 
A .subway would be 
liardship. 
f 


Aid. Vaught—If the street is used much 
the subway should be put in now, for it 
will be easier now tJian any other time. 


Aid. Ticknor thought there should be a 
subway. 


Mr. Crane—Can’t you compel it any time 
you see fit? 


The mayor—it is a low place and if you 
will go and see It you will certainly not 
insist on the subwa.v. 


The ordinance as amended was read by 
the clerk. 


Aid. Ticknor—I think each alderman 
wishes to look over this ground and 1 
move the council adjourn till Wednesday 
at 2 p. m. and go In a body and look over 
the ground. 


Aid. Vaught suggested they might as 
w'ell wait till Thursday, the regular meet­ 
ing Jtim% 


The mayor—Why not let the company 
go ahead and then the council can look 
over the ground and imss on the m atter 
Thursday night? 


Mr. Crane—It w'ill be a great incon­ 
venience to the contractors tp be delayed 
and we earnestly hope the council will 
permit us to go ahead. 


Aid, Kennedy—We have no right to 
grant this permission without an ordin­ 
ance. 


Aid. Moore—The company is too vague 
in its descriptions^ of its territory. 
The 
territory should not go beyond Ashland 
avenue. 


Mr. Crane—That w^as for the protection 
of the city. We cannot take any undue 
liberties by the ordinance. 


Aid. Vaught—Do the profiles show the 
land bought by the road? 


Mr. Crane—The company has bought or 
secured options on the lots and that is 
where the road will run. 


Alii. Moore—By the terms of the ordin­ 
ance could you not use all the land to 
Ashland avenue? 


Judge Kirljy—The company has but 100 
feet in any event and can exert no hard- 
shli>. 


Aid. Vaught—The only thing that makes 
me wish delay Is the question of a sub­ 
way, at Hackett avenue. 


Aid. Moore—W ithout this there w ould 
be no easy'crossing in that part of *the 
city. 


Mr. Crane—You can compel the subway 
any time you see fit. There arc plenty of 
level crossings now. 


Aid. Babb moved an amendment that 
the company be required to make a sub- 
w'ay at Hackett avenue and leave it out 
If it were found not needed. 


Aid. McGinnis—I don’t want to pul the 
road to any unreasonable expense, but we 
must protect he people. 


Mr. Crane—At this time of the year we 
must make a subway of wood and it is 
the danger wc object to. The Chatsworth 
•wreck where ninety-three people weVe 
killed, wus due to such a structure as 
that. 
The roads are expending milllonB 
replacing wooden culverts and bridges. 


Aid. Higgins—I think it would be far 
better if the roadway \vere graded” up 
than If there were a subway. 
I have 
passed It a thousand times. 


The mayor—I agree. Pass the ordinance 
and if you are not satisfied I will veto the 
measure. 


Aid. Vaught—Would Mr, Crane rather 
have the ordinance with the subway or 
the delay?

Mr. Crane—I supposed you had suffi­ 
cient Information already, as the measure 
has been before you three weeks. 


Aid. Ticknor’s motion to adjourn till 
Wednesday at 2 p. m. was put and the 
vote was a tie. 


Aid. Vaught said He was willing that If 
Mr. Crane was willing to go ahead and 
take all risks until Thursday night he 
would be willing' to Instruct the mayor 
not to stop the work and Thursday even­ 
ing the council could act as, thiy thought 
best. 


The mayor—I want the council to have 
time to investigate and 1 don’t want the 
road toi be delayed. I think Aid. Vaught’s 
proposition reasonable.' 


Mr. Crane—All I ask is that you pass 
the ordinance as it is and then Thursday 
night if' you want to order a subway we 
will put it in.

host that recently invaded^ the metrop­ 
olis; said:

Yon ask me to state my impressions 
of Dowie anld of fais séi^ice held in 
Madison Square Garden last evening 
(Oct.*^ÏÔ). ,1 have: tried and> with fair 
success, I believ#, to divest myself of 
prejudice; have gone even further th»jji 
that and tfs fai* as possible have made 
u s e d the principle stated by Carlyle 
in his “Essay on Voltaire,” that “no 
character Is rightly understood until it 
has first been regarded with a certain 
feeling not of tolerance only, but of 
sympathy.” 


Dowie is presumably like other peo­ 
ple in this respect, that he is neither 
unmixedlygood nor unmixedly bad. The 
easiest question to ask and. the most 
dlflficult io answer is whether he is a 
hyjiocrlte. This Eiljah business of his 
is confessedly a good deft! of a strain 
on credulity. Probably he did not be­ 
lieve in it himself i^hen he Stffrted out, 
but in trying to convince others of it he 
has pereuaded himself and in this way 
liammered down his hypocrisy into sin­ 
cerity. That is not difficult. Indeed it 
is very easy with a man of 
peculiar 
psychological outfit. 


Dowle is good perhaps, but at any 
j*ate he lë clever and has â i>henotne- 
nal faculty for converting* cleverness 
Into dollars.

worst he calmly lays out a new gaiden 
b ^ , says the London Mail. 


Mr. Chamberlain’s botne ^ at High­ 
bury, a large, well to do house in, the 
residential quarter of Birmingham. Be­ 
hind the gates a spacious garden rises 
soniewhat steeply to an invteible house, 
and thraugh: tliJs garden wjinds the 
drive; Here are the famous flower beds 
which occupy Mr. Chamberlain’s lei­ 
sure and banish the burdens of im­ 
perial care. . 


The house itself externally is large, 
modern and undistinguished. 
Stand­ 
ing under the glass portico at its door, 
the visitor is confronted by a whole 
series of dporsj wMch open one behind

Chamberlain’s public and private life. 
Like most really great men, he cares 
little or nothing for show. 


His life on the eve of his recent Glas­ 
gow speech was very^^ tiying on him, 
notwithstsinding his appearance of 
calm, 
in the first place, the mere 
physical strain is excessive, and only a 
man in the robusteSt of health and the 
very pink of condition could accom­ 
plish what he does. Hte years are six­ 
ty-seven, but he is so young, so alert 
and so vigorous thát he might be taken 
for his own soh. 


Mr. Chamberlain rises late in the 
morning, for the minister in the house 
of commons must habituate himself to 
late hours. His most serious business 
is the management of his correspond­ 
ence, which shows a tendency to out­ 
grow all manageable bounds. He re­ 
ceives as a rule over 200 letters a day 
and not only read^ them 
and an­ 
swers them, but perforce has to an­ 
swer them with the extremest care. 
They may contain riddles asked^ by 
faithful followers or traps laid by art­ 
ful opponents. The statesman has to 
be always on his guard. 


Two shorthand clerks take down the 
instruçtions for the answers under the 
supervision of Mr.* Chamberlain’s pri­ 
vate secretary. But even so, with all 
possible asstetance, this routine work 
takes many hours. While the Jetters 
are in hand there is a perpetual stream 
of telegrams In cipher from ministers 
or au clair from less distinguished 
men, not less troublesome than the 
letters and often requiring even great­ 
er tact and care in handling, 


Nor is tiiis all. . At such time as the 
present, on the eve of a great and his­ 
toric speech, correspondents bese^ -the 
house in their efforts to discover its 
secrets, Mr. Chamberlain has the. rep­ 
utation of treating them exceedingly 
weii. He never if he can help it sends 
them empty away and is«ready èo talk 
with them at any time. Evén at thte 
moment, when his mi^d is full-of what 
hé is gohig to say and what he is go­ 
ing to lei^ve unsaid, he is not inaccessi 
ble. 


He works, far into- the night
